1 . EXPERTS FROM FIVE NATO COUNTRIES (FRG, FRANCE, ITALY, THE 
NETHERLANDS, U.S.) AS WELL AS OBSERVERS FROM SPAIN AND SWEDEN 
PARTICIPATED IN THE MIUS PROJECT MEETING IN JUELICH. JOSE A. 

GONZALES, OF THE CENTRO DE ESTUDIOS DE LA ENERGIA IN MADRID, WAS 
THE FIRST SPANISH DELEGATE TO ATTEND A MIUS MEETING. 

2. THE EXPERTS FIRST REPORTED ON MIUS PROJECTS IN THEIR RESPEC- 
TIVE COUNTRIES. U.S. DELEGATES (PHILLIPS AND ROTHENBERG) 

REVIEWED THE MIUS PROGRAMS IN JERSEY CITY, N.J., AND ST. 

CHARLES, MD. 

3. THE PARTICIPANTS THEN REVIEWED THE WORK OF THE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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COMMITTEES ON DATE FORMAT, MEASUREMENT TECHNOLOGY, AND 
RESEARCH NEEDS. IN THE NEXT FEW MONTHS, THE CHAIRMEN OF THE 
THREE COMMITTEES WILL INCORPORATE THE COMMENTS AND SUGGESTIONS 
OF THE GROUP IN REVISED DRAFTS AND CIRCULATE THEM TO COMMITTEE 
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MEMBERS BY MARCH FOR FURTHER COMMENT. THE CHAIRMEN WILL THEN 
PREPARE FINAL DRAFTS FOR THE ENTIRE GROUP TO REVIEW AT ITS JULY 
1977 MEETING. AFTER THAT MEETING, THE PROJECT LEADER (PHILLIPS) 

WILL SUPERVISE PREPARATIONS OF THE FINAL DRAFTS SO THAT THEY CAN 
BE FORWARDED TO NATO HQS BY SEPTEMBER FOR CIRCULATION TO VARIOUS 
NATO DELEGATIONS FOR STUDY. 

4. THE FINAL REPORT ON THE PROJECT WILL BE PRESENTED TO THE 
FALL CCMS PLENARY IN OCTOBER. THE EXPERTS DECIDED THAT 

THE GLOSSARY, CATALOG, METHODOLOGY SECTION AND RECOMMENDATIONS 
FOR RESEARCH WOULD ALL BE INCLUDED IN THE FINAL REPORT. 

5. THE EXPERTS RECOMMENDED THAT A SECTION ON THE 
DIFFICULTIES FACED BY POLICY-MAKERS IN SETTING UP MODULAR 
INTEGRATED UTILITY SYSTEMS SHOULD ALSO BE INCLUDED IN THE 
FINAL REPORT. SELECTED TO DRAFT THE SECTION TO BE ENTITLED 
'INCENTIVES AND BARRIERS FOR POLICY-MAKERS" WERE DELEGATES 
FROM THE US (CAVROS) FRANCE (GRJEBINE) AND ITALY (MANGIALAJO). 

6. THE EXPERTS ACCEPTED THE INVITATION OF THE ITALIAN 
DELEGATE (MANGIALAJO) TO HOLD THE FINAL MIUS PROJECT 
MEETING IN TURIN, ITALY IN MID-JULY. THE EXACT DATES
